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FLOWERRPOT WRAPPING 

The invention concerns a wrapping for flowerpots and plant pots. 
The flowerpots in which the customer purchases rooted plants and 
flowers in the respective specialized establishments are 
unsightly objects, easily contaminated with soil and, if made of 
clay, frequently also unattractively stained with water spots or 
lime deposits and similar damage caused by the care of the 
plants. It is customary to cover up this visually bothersome 
effect. Flowerpot sleeves made, as a rule, of crepe paper 
strips and occasionally also from precut parts of relatively 
thin, pleated sheets or elastic plastic, whose width corresponds 
approximately to the height of the pot and which are placed or 
wound around the pot, are usually required for this purpose, in 
particular if the plants are intended as gifts. The crepe paper 
sleeves and the thin sheets are usually fastened with pins; 
thicker sheets, which are correspondingly elastic, can be 
arranged around the pot owing to a specific tensile stress. In 
both cases, the fastening is unsatisfactory. , Pins /2 
are bothersome when handling the pot, tears can be produced in 
the paper, and the needles can become loose under certain

conditions; the tensile stress of the plastic sleeves is 
dependent upon the temperature and decreases greatly at high 
temperatures, for example, under the effects of the sun; the 
sheets can also slip off during transportation. This has as a 
consequence that the sleeves can detach from the flowerpot or in 
any case offer an unattractive appearance. This damage can . 
occur already while the customer travels from the flower shop to 
his home or at the location at which the flowerpot is to be 
delivered as a gift, which makes the purpose of these sleeves 
practically nil. 

It is an object of the invention to create a flowerpot wrapping 
that costs the same as the known sleeves, is still secure and 
simple, and can be fastened in a stable manner to the flowerpot. 
This object is attained in accordance with the invention with a 
flowerpot wrapping having the features disclosed in the 
characterizing part of claim 1. Practical embodiments are 
disclosed in the dependent claims. 

The invention will be described in more detail in the following 
with reference to the embodiments shown in the drawings, 
wherein: 

Fig. 1 shows a plan view onto the interior of a wrapping 
according to the invention, 
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Fig. 2 shows a view of the wrapping of Fig. 1 having a. flowerpot 

to be wrapped before beginning the wrapping procedure, 
Fig. 3 shows a view of the wrapping of Fig. 1 in an advanced 

stage of the wrapping procedure, 
Fig. 4 shows the wrapped flowerpot after completion of the 

wrapping procedure, and 
Fig. 5 shows a plan view onto the outside of a wrapping 

according to the invention. 
Parts that are identical are identified with the same reference 
numerals in the figures. 

As can be seen in Figs. 1 and 5, the inventive wrapping consists 
of a simple circular material precut part 1, on which is 
arranged a circular drawstring waist 5 a few centimeters away 
from the peripheral edge 4 at a distance 4' from the center of 
the surface on the precut surface 2, which later becomes the 
inner surface of the wrapping. Inside the drawstring waist 5 
runs a strap 7, which is essentially longer than the circular 
drawstring waist 5 and hangs out with its both ends 8 and 9 
from the eyelet 6 located in the drawstring waist on the outside 
3 of the precut part 1 . 

The precut part 1 can be made of any desired flat leaf or sheet 
material, which has advantageously a specific flexibility. 
Suitable for the inventive purposes is for example crepe paper, 



woven or knitted textile material, netting, lace, fleece, thin 
metal foil, thin plastic film, also laminated material, for 
example, silky materials coated on one side with plastic, coated 
soft paper, metal -laminated material, and Lurex material. 
It is also possible to utilize, for example, a precut textile 
material part 1, on whose inner surface 2 is mounted a second 
advantageously also circular precut part, but with a smaller 
diameter than that of the precut part 1, made of thin waterproof 
material, for example, FE film. /£ 

The drawstring waist 5 can thus be arranged on the outer edge of 
the second precut part and be formed therewith. The waterproof 
film covers then the central surface part delimited by the 
drawstring waist 5. 

Due to esthetic reasons, the peripheral edge 5 of the precut 
part 1 can be jagged or waved or otherwise decorated. These 
decorations are identified with reference numerals 10 and 11 in 
Figs. 1 and 5. 

The drawstring waistband can be any desired commercially 
available basic narrow or decorative strip or a cord. A rubber 
band can be utilized. 

The production of the flowerpot wrappings of the invention is 
simple. Aside from the precut part and the drawstring waist is 
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required a long slanted strip of textile or plastic material 
corresponding approximately to the circumference of the precut 
section having a width of about 2-3 cm. This strip is fixedly 
sewn or stitched, conveniently twice, inside the precut part 
surface at the desired distance of 2-5 cm from the outer edge to 
form the drawstring waist. The strap is then pulled in. The 
end lengths of the strap hang thereafter loosely on the outer 
surface of the precut part. If decorations are desired at the 
peripheral edge of the precut part, then these are also sewn or 
stitched, practically in the form of strings, cords or similar 
decorative ribbons available commercially. The inventive 
wrapping is now ready. L 

The finished circular, flat wrappings are light-weight, so that 
if it is desired they can be stored or held ready hanging from 
the wall. They are also practically stackable to an almost 
unlimited extent, and can be folded and crushed, so that they dc 
not present any kind of difficulties with regard to 
transportation and storage. The supply inventory is also easy 
insofar as one and the same wrapping size can be used for 
several sizes of pots. 

The handling during the wrapping procedure is relatively easy, 
as can be seen in Figs. .2 through 4. The flowerpot 12 to be 



wrapped (Fig. 2) is placed on the inner surface 2 in the center 
of the flat wrapping. The two strap ends 8 and 9, which hang at 
first loosely from the eyelet 6 at the outer surface 3, are 
pulled and tightened, whereupon the initially flat precut part 1 
arches more and more around the flowerpot 12 (Fig. 3) until it 
finally encloses the flowerpot completely. The straps 8 and 9 
are then tied. With this is completed the wrapping procedure. 
The flowerpot is fixedly and durably wrapped (Fig. 4) . Due to 
esthetic reasons, the strap ends 8 and 9 can be tied forming a 
bow or can be arranged in another visually attractive way. 
Greetings and congratulations can also be added or advertising 
materials can be tied to the ends of the strap. 
If the wrapping material is made of material resistant to 
handling, the inventive wrapping can be reused frequently if 
desired. After untying the strap ends, the wrapping can be 
returned to its original condition by smoothing the folds and 
can be used again for a new wrapping procedure. If the inner 
surface of the wrapping is waterproof per se or if a cover of

waterproof material is available, the wrapping of the invention 
can also serve at least temporarily as protective cover for the 
pot . j_J_ 
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(New) Patent Claims 

1. A flowerpot wrapping of flexible sheeting material, 
consisting of a circular precut part (1) dimensioned in 
accordance with the established pot size, on which is arranged a 
circular drawstring waist (5) at a distance (4') to the center 
of the inner surface on the precut surface (2) , in which runs a 
strap (7) whose strap ends (8 and 9) hang out through an eyelet 
(6) on the outer surface (3) of the precut part. 

2. The flowerpot wrapping of claim 1, wherein the precut part 
(1) is made of a textile material, and a waterproof film covers 
the center of the surface delimited by the drawstring waist (5) 
on the inner surface (2) of the precut part. 

3. The flowerpot wrapping of claim 2, wherein the drawstring 
waist (5) is formed by the waterproof film covering.
